I regret to inform you that for all the effort we have placed on this endeavor, we were not able 
to carry out today's payment in the amount of $ 433,593.02, which includes principal, interes 
and penalty, I apologize for not informing you earlier of this situation, but we were in the ope 
of receiving payments from various customers (debtors). 

I believe I have mentioned that we have been aggressively exploring the Venezuelan market for 
the past 14 months, a market which was minimally open at the time of crisis s beginning. 

We've been working non-stop with this new venue with very good results, and due to .the 
political issues of the aforementioned country, there is great interest in making investments 
abroad. The revenues of CapCana (from the last 14 months) have come mostly from sales m 

that market. 


However, these same political issues are affecting us negatively at this moment, as the 
government has passed a new law three weeks ago prohibiting its citizens from acquiring 
foreign currency (U.S. dollars or other hard currency). As you can imagine, this has greatly 
undermined the buying and paying power of virtually all our clients. 


in the past three weeks, 1 have spent 14 days in Caracas working on a solution, which will be 
implemented in the not too distant future.
